—* His Majefty pafled -yefterday much ia the fame 
manner he did the day before ; has had a very good 
night ; and is this morning as he was -ycfterday.” — 
Dr Reynolds, Dr Willis, and Dr Warren figned 
the report ;—it was fent up ftairs,, and was return- 
ed with an order ta change the words, ‘* as he was 
yefterday,” into “ continues to mend.’—Dr War- 
ren defired the henour of an audience; and upon 
ftating his reafons why no amendment had taken 
place, the words “ continues to mend,” were given. 
up, and the fentence, “ is this morning in a comfor- 
table way,’? was fub/tiiuted in their place. 

When Dr Willis ufed thefe expreilions, “ a cer- 
tain Great Perfor will not fuffer it to go fo, and -it 
will fall upon yon,”’ whether Dr Warren under{tood 
thofe words to convey to him tMat a perfeverance in 
his opinion would draw upon him the difpleafure of 
the Great Perfon alluded to?

—I was Tike- 
wife informed that be had lain all night under coer- 
cion, and had fweated a great deal. Some prudent 
perfon advifed his M. fhould not be carried out to 
take the air. I have reafon to think that the pulfe 
became quieter in the conrle of the day. I found it 
this morning between 106 and 108 in a minute, and 
obferved marks of fever on his M.’s tongue. Dr 
John Willis told me that. he had promifed to carry 
his M. out to-day, and defired me to confider, whe- 
ther the not complying with his expectations might 
not irritate him a great deal. I was forry that he 
had had fuch a promife ; I was neceflirated to take 
the leaft of two evils, and advifed that his M. fhould 
not be carried out, the thermometer being 17, as I 
am informed, below the freezing point: and particu. 
larly, as De Willis has always obferved, that keep:' 
ing the pores open always does his M. great good. 
His M. this morning fufered me to come from him 
with great difficulty, and could nut eafily be prevail- | 
ed upon by me to let go my hand. . 
’ Has there, in faét, been any introduction of per- 
fons, to your knowledge, which had a tendency to _ 
excite fuch emotions,and to produce fuch irritations ? 
Yes, I thould like to give an account of the firft 
confultation we had with Dr Willis. The day that 
I introduced Dr Willis to the King, I fummoned 
the reft of his M.’s Phyficians to a confultation at 
my houfe. It was there firft fettled as a principle, 
that quiet of body and mind were to be endeavoured 
to be obtained by every means pofhible; and that 
every thing fhould be carefully kept from his M. 
that might tend to prevent this defireable acquifition. 
It was fettled that a regular coercion fhould be made 
ufe of —that every thing fhould be kept from his M. - 
that was likely to excite any emotion ~-that. though 
his M. had not fhewn any figns of an intention to 
injure himfelf, yet that it was abfolutely neceflary, 





confidering the fudden impulfes to which his difleta- 
per fubjeéts people, to put every thing out of- the » 


Willis afrented ; yet. the very: next:day he put a ra- 
‘zor ioto his M’s hand, and a pen-knife. When I 
faw the Doétor next, I afked him how he could ven- 
ture to do. fach a thing? He fad, he thuddered at 
what he had done. As, he made ufe of this expref- 
fioo, { did not think it neceflary to fay much to him 
upon the fubjectt. On the 12th of December, as I 
apprehend, the King took a walk in the gardea, and 
fome of the Royal children were fhewen to him 

this produced a contiderable emouan, whigh was 
accompanied with acts demonitrating that emotion, 
a3 Twas informed, to the belt of my memory, by 
Mr Keate. Nortwithftanding this effe& of fecing 
his children, Dr Willis, the next day, introduced 
that perfon, whofe great and amiable qualities we all 
know mutt neceffarily make her the deareft and ten- 
derait obje& of his M’s thoughts :—The interview 
was fhort; His M. was foon afterwards in a great 
{tate of irritation, and the {trig coercion was, I be- 
lieve, for the firft time a@tually applied that night ; 
the blifters were put on that night likewife. ‘The 
next time that I faw Dr Willis, I fpoke to him u- 
pon this fubject with fome degree of fharpnefs, be- 
caufe it was contrary to miy Opinion, and coatrary to 
what had been fettled in confultation ; for it. had 
beew fettled that whatever could be done by deliber- 
ation, fhould be. referred to confultation; that the 
conduét of his Majefty in the interior room, fhould 
be left to Dr Willis’s difcretion, becaufe it did 
not admit of deliberation. I do not know that 
I convinced the Doctor that his opinion was 
wrong, but that the aét'was cohtrary ta_qwhar was 
laid down in confiitationcourd hot be denied. I 
was always eonfidercd, by the highett authority,*as 
the firft phyfician, and therefore thought myfelf par- 
ticularly refponfible : I thought myfelf obliged to 
look into, and-to enquire after every thing that re- 
Jated-to his M. — I did not firppofe myfelf in a dif- 
ferent fituation upon the arrival of Dr Willis, and 
therefore took the liberty of {peaking to him with 
fame degree of authority. 1 remember, when his 
three attendants arrived, I fent for them into the 
phyfician’s room, examined them very carefully, 
particularly as to the temper with which they con- 
duéted themfelves towards thofe whom they attend- 
ed, and {poke:to them, as they were ftrangers to 
me, in {uch a manner as to let them know that their 
conduct would be ftriétly obferved. My being firlt 
pliyfician made me talk to Dr Willis about every 
iuiog that I heard of, that did not appear to be 


_gaite accurate, and fometimes led to difputes. I 
informed the Doétor, that he was there in a double 


cayacity, as phyfician, and attendant on his Maje- 
fty in the interior room—that I muft take my hare 
in directing whatever related to him in the capacity 
of phyfician, though I fhould not interfere with re- 
{pect to the conduct of his M. in the interior room. 
Not many days after this tranfaétion, I obferved a 
book in, his M.’s hands, which affe&ted me much, 
and immediately determined me to bring a charge 
againft Dr Willis, for what I thought bad practice. 
I do-not mean to bring the ftory of this book as a 
fault, becaufe I believe there was no intention to 
convey fuch a book to his M. it was the play of 


' King Lear, not in a volume of Shakefpeare, but 


it was a corrected Lear, by Colman, and mixed 
with his plays. Ican havé no reafon to think, 
that Dr SNAllis. cold So Ged thar Sacby that 
Willis bioaght him the book, and Dr Ry is Ry 
not deny it, when I fpoke to him on the fubjet. I 
do not bring this as a fault, but it was the circum- 
{tance that determined me to putin execution what I 
had been thinking of before, with refpeét to Dr Wil- 
lis; forhis M.’s obfervation on the book affected me 
ftrangely. I carried an account of this to the 
Prince of Wales, and he defired me, as he had done 
in every cafe of difficulty that had happened, trom 
the-beginning of the illnefs, to lay the affair before 
the Lord Chancellor. The Lord Chancellor went 
to Kew, I believe ; and the refult was, when I faw 
the Lord Chacellor, that the rules of the confulza- 
tion fhould be {trictly obeyed. Dr Willis has a fe- 
cond time introduced the fame great and amiable 
perfon. I was informed, that fome degree of irrita- 
tion, came on in the night; but having collected, as 
[ thought, from feveral {mall cireumftances, that the 
power of introducing perfons to his M. was to be 
left entirely to Dr Willis, I did not make any com- 
plaint about it.
